her to an unqueſtionable Reputation, 
tho? all ſhe could alledge in Juſtification 
of May's Character, that ſhe knew her 
to be a very quiet, orderly Woman when 
ſhe lived in her Neighbourhood, and 
that was Seven Years ago, when ſhe had 
been Marry'd but one Year, and 'in -all 
probability, had not that Reliſſi for bad: 
Company, which ſomething more than 
common Report proves her to have ſince 
had; nor is Mr. Perry the Clergyman's 
Teſtimony. (with all deference to the 
Sacred Habit) whatſoever Influence it had 
upon the jury, ſufficient: to abſolve her of 
her ſcandalous Life, ſhe might receive the

vicious Actions. The moſt abandon'd 
Proſtitute may have theſe things to 
plead in Bar of publick Cenſure; and 
there are few or none of the worſt ſort 
of Women, but on occaſion, can bring 
ſome Neighbours or other, whom Friend- 
ſhip, and paſt good Offices incline to 
ſpeak well of them, tho? the Credit of 
Affidavit makers ought to be Weigh'd in 
Ballance againft the Atteſtations of their 
Accuſers. Had this been thoroughly 
done in her Caſe, Mr. Leeſon is apt to 
believe a more favourable Verdict would 
have been brought in at his; 'and the 
Oath of two Midwives and a Surgeon, 
would have been accounted more Valid, 
than that of an Infamous Woman, back d 
by thoſe of others of the ſame Character.

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Having given the Reader a Taſte of this 
Woman's Virtues, and ſome inſight in- 
to the Characters of the Witneſſes that 
appeared in Juſtification of her honeſt 
and regular Life, amongſt whom it is 
to be obſerv'd, that the Miniſter who 
Married her, and is only Reader to Dr.
